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LIFE IN PERSIA. | 


An English Doctor is Sent for by Some 
Persian Ladies, 


Doctors are privileged persons. 
Possibly on his first visit, or if his 
patient be the wife of a holy man, 
she may be veiled; but afteward the 
veil is cast aside. One great charac- 
teristic of the Persian is his curiosity ; 
among Persian women it is develope 
in an intense degree. And that is 
why itis that the doctor is so often 
sent for. . 

I have been summoned to the 
house of a Persian grandee. In def- 
erence to Oriental prejudice I haye 
discarded my linen cutaway coat, 
which, from its shortness, is consid- 
ered indelicate, and substituted for it 
the mega ge black cloth frock. 

“Heart’s Delight! Heart’s De- 
light!’” shouts our guide, as he 
reaches a — curtain, at the same 
time signalling me by a wave of the 
hand to advance no further. A scut- 
tling of slippered feet is heard, and 
Heart’s Delight, a hideous negress of 
middle age, dressed in clean and 
bright print garments, raises the cur- 
tain. ‘“‘In the name of God, you are 
welcome; you have been expected. 
One minute sahib till I inform our 
lady,’”’ grins the black slave woman. 
The curtain falls, and in the half 
darkness of the passage the porter 
gazes at me and I gaze at the porter. 
“*Negresses are the daughters of the 
burnt fathers,’’ he remarks. To 
which I reply, ‘‘Yes, yes,’”’ as is the 
custom in the East on hearing a self- 
evident proposition. Now we are 
aware of considerable commotion and 
shrill voices from behind the curtain, 
and, before I can be enlightened fur- 
ther by the door porter on the subject 
of the daughters of burnt fathers, the 
curtain is again raised, this time to 
admit us. ‘‘Welcome, sahib. Pray 
enter. May your footsteps be fcrtun- 
ate!’’ Onur guide, the sooty Heart’s 
Delight, precedes us. 

We reach the door of the principal 
apartment, the windows of which 
look down upon the whole length of 
the hauz. I cast off my galoshes at 
the door, but retain g Fre gear, 
for to remove it would the height 
of rudeness. Heart’s delight m tions 
me toa seat on a chair, (the only 
chair; Persians sit on the ground) at 
the head of the room. hen I say 
that the interior of this apartment re- 
sembles the hall of the Alhambra 
Court at the Crystal Palace, as they 
appeared in their first splendor be- 
fore the great fire there, I exactly de- 
scribe it. A priceless carpet, sur- 
rounded by felt edgings, two inches 
thick and a yard wide, appenrs like 
a lovely but subdued picture artfully 
setina sombre frame. In the re- 
cesses of the walls are many bouquets 
in glass vases. The one great win- 
dow—a miracle of intricate carpentry, 
some 20 feet by 20—blazes with a 
geometrical pattern of tiny pieces of 
glass, forming one gorgeous mosaic. 
Three of the sashes of this window 
are thrown open to admit air; the 
colored glass of the top and four re- 
maining sashes effectually sk at out 
excess of light. 

The frou-frou of silk is heard. Three 
ladies enter the room. Their feet and 
legs are bare to the knee, for they 
have cast off their shoes at the door; 
but all the rest of them is shrouded in 
a large sheet of dark-blue silk, the out- 
er veil of the Persian lady. Gracefully 
they sink down into heaps in a semi- 
circle opposite us. ‘‘Salaam, sahib. 
You are welcome. Tea, tea for the 
sahib!” I respond in the customary 


way, and inquire after the health of | 


my veiled hostesses. One only re- 
plies, in a confident tone—she is evi- 
oT of middle age, and self-pos- 
sessed. The other two blue heaps 
shake with inward mirth, but are 
silent. ‘‘It cannot be, it is too hot!” 
the lady continues, as she casts off 
her dark-blue envelope—an example 
immediately followed by her com- 
panions. 

Heart’s Delight hastily folds up 
the three veils; and a plump, middle 
é lady, very comely, her two 
innocent looking daughters, hand- 
some ear Chass ton fair as any F'ng- 
lish girl, with round chubby faces 
and magnificent eyes, are disclosed 
to view in all the splendor of the 
Persian lady’s indoor dress. The

The ladies chat; the yo r ones 
only toeach other in an undertone, 
for modesty prevents their

Why Horses Shy. 

A correspondent in the St Louis 
Globe Democrat says: “I have 
never met a veterinary surgeon 
who knew anything about ‘cataract 
of the eye’ in horses. I call it that, 
as it is an expressive term. 
trouble is the most general of any 
now affecting the horses of this 
country. It is the cause of nearly 
all, if not all, of the shying which 
surgeons fail to find a reason for 
excent in “general cussedness.” 
This cataract is of a brown growth, 
of a fungus nature, that spreads 
over the pupil from the top down- 
wards. It has the appearance ofa 
sponge growing away from its 
hold. It is difficult to see unless 
strong daylight falls upon the 
horse’s eye exactly right. Then it 
can be seen plainly, a silent evi- 
dence of the animal’s defective eye- 
sight.
